town. A number of senate bills passed 
second reading. The bill authorizing the 
state board of agriculture to appoint an 
agent, to be known lus the dairy and food 
commissioner, to supervise the sale of such 
products was defeated on second reading. 


HARRISBURÍ^ April U.—In the senate 
yesterday the bill making counties liable 
for property destroyed by mob or riot, and 
for the expenses of the National Guard 
summoned to suppress such mob or riot, 
was reported negatively. Among the bills 
passed finally were: 
Providing for tho 
election of township treasurers; enabling 
towns, boroughs and municipalities here- 
tofore chartered by special act of assembly 
to surrender thoir charters and become 
subject to the provisions of the general 
borough laws; providing for tho appoint 
ment of game commissioners and empow- 
ering them to appoint game wardens; em- 
powering electric street railway companies 
to employ a police force; providing for the 
relief of needy, sick, injured, and, in cases 
of death, biuial of indisrent persons; ex- 
tending to cities of tho third class the pro- 
visions of the act authorizing 
central 
boards of education in cities of the sec(md 
class to establish schools for instruction in 
the n^echanic arts; repealing the act rela- 
tive to the election of supervisors in tho 
county of Westmoreland; prohibiting tho 
peddling, hawking or selling of produce 
or mcrchaudise without a license in cities 
of the second and third class. 
Senate ad- 
journed until Monday evening. In the 
house tbe whole of tho morning sc.ssion 
was devoted to'the Phihulelphia rapid 
transit bill. Mr. Riter succeeded in bring- 
ing his consequential damage amendment 
to a vote, and it was passed-89 to 83.

HARKISBUIÍG, April 15.—In the house ' 
yesterday a resolution was agreed to fixing 
a special order for tho bill providing that 
voterashall cast their ballots at polling 
places within the election district in which 
they are domiciled.

HAURiKUruG, April 19,—In the senate 
yesterday Walter Lyon was sworn in as 
successor to the late John M. Neeb.

A Tliousand People HomelosR. 


VIEN'XA, April 15.—A fire in Veszprim, a 
town of Hungary, sixty miles southwest 
of Buda-Pesth, and having a population of 
about 13,000, has destroyed 141 houses and 
done damage to^^jroperty to tbe extent of 
lialf a million florins. One thousand per- 
sons are homeless, 


HOXOLULU. AprilO.—Thestarsand stripes, 
which for two months have floated from 
the governmentbuildings.havebeen hauled 
down, and tho remaining forces from tho 
United States cruiser Boston have been 
sent on board. 
Nothing indicative of 
American authority remains in Honolulu 
savo Minister Stevens and Commissioner 
James H. Blount, of Georgia, the latter of 
whom sits in his easy chair at his cottage, 
^ cogitating, no one knows what. On April 
t 1, in the presence of a crowd numbering 
probably 2,000, Lieutenant Draper, marine 
oñlccr of the Uoston, t)lew the notes oi tne 
retreat from his bugle, and "Old Glory" 
sank from tho sight of the throng and wa» 
replaced by tho colors of the Hawaiian 
monarchy, which still remains tho flag of 
the island. 


On the afternoon of March 81 tho com- 
missioner held a lengthy conference with 
President Dole 
and the 
ministry, 
at 
which he notified them of his intention to 
declave oí! tho protectorate established by 
Minister Stevens Feb. 1. It is understood 
that he gave as his reason therefor that 
the W^ashington administration did not 
regard the protectorate as necessary, and 
further that it was incompatible with any 
diplomatic negotiations that might be ar- 
ranged between the two countries. 
The- 
United States, however, would brook no 
hostile interference in Hawaiian affairs 
by any foreign power. 


Conscious of their strength, in view of 
tlie latter assurance, the provisional gov- 
ernment soniewhat reluctantly acquiesced 
in the commissioner's decision. 


WASHINOTON, April 15,—Up to the hour 
of closing the department of state yester- 
day no information had been received re- 
garding the action of Commissioner Blount 
in ordering the United Slates fiag removed 
fr<»m the government buildings in Hono- 
lulu. 


In the course of the afternoon Mr, Car- 
tor, tho annexation commissioner from 
Hawaii, had an interview with Secretary 
Greshain, which be said was "quite satis- 
factory." He reiterated his statement that 
the removal of the flag was due to tho 
condition of affairs in Honolulu, which no 
longer warranted its floating over the gov- 
ernment buildings, 
'*The i)rovinciul gov- 
ernment can and ought to sustain itsolf," 
Tlíü news was received liere with regret 
and dissatisfaction by almost everybody 
outside of ofiicial ciicles and the few ultra 
opponents of annexation. Mr, Blount's 
opponents say he is a narrow minded poli» 
tician who v,iih conspicuous in congress, 
for his opposition to all progressive ideas. 


On the other hand, it is held by leading 
Democrats tiiat Commissioner Blount has 
probably carried out his instructions in 
ordering the United States fiag to be 
hauled down and the flag of tho Hawaiian^ 
monarchy to be run to the mast head. 


The provisional government is now left 
in entire and independent control, and tho 
future relations of the two countries are- 
left to deliberate and intelligent uegotia* 
t-ion.

AVashington until towards the clo«!e of 
her husband's term, 
November, 1800. 
The change had indeed been decided up- 
on ten year«? before, and so early as 1793 
H prize of 6500 liad been oiTered for the

plan for a Presidential mansion.

was Jumes 
Hoban, a youncf Irish architect, ^Mio 
had 
established himself in Charleston 
and was building the large, substantial 
and picturesquely uncouth houses which

For, as fate willed it, Mr. Hoban won 
the prize.

*'Jaraes lloban's plan of the pulanc 
being approved by the President, hu is 
entitled to the reward 
promised and 
chooses a gold medal of eight or ten 
guineas value and the balance in money.

a reminiscent compliment ^o the former 
home of Martha Washington, the place 
where the luture Father of his Country 
spent his honeymoon, which was famil- 
iarly known by the same name.

On October 1, 1792, the corner-stone 
of tiie maniion wns laid in a bare tield, 
sloping to the Potomac. 
Washington 
himself was present. 
It is a pity that 
people in those days cared little for cen- 
tennial anniversaries. 
A postponement 
ol the ceremony just twelve days would 
have given it a certain historical appro- 
priatenes?. 
The 13th of October, 1792, 
would have marked tne tor-centenary of 
the discoverv of America. 


In l y i d the British army, under Gen- 
era! Ho&s and Admiral Cockburn, hating 
taken posse&sion of 
Washington and 
burned the Capitol, finally wound up by 
setting iire to the Executive Mansion just 
as tbi'y were about to retreat to their 
ships. 
One'memento of this hre sur- 
vives to-day—the 
so-called 
Giloert 
Stuart pu'rtraiioi Washingcon still hang- 
ing in tne East Room, now known to be 
the work of an imitator of no special 
lame. 
The story is otiil told of how Wrs. 
Madison cut tnis picture out of its frame 
with a pair of shears to save it from the 
enemy whenshe Jled from tne town. Tue 
story is a pretty one, but it is just as 
apocryphal as the ascription of tue pict- 
ure to Gilbert Stuart. 
In her own let- 
ter describing the iiight Mrs, Madison 
says 
that i\ir. Custis, 
Washington's 
nephew, hastened over from Arlington 
to rescue the precious portrait, and that 
a servant cut the outer frame with an 
axe so that the canvas cjuld be removed 


rooms were not large enough for the 
motley throngs he gathered at his recep- 
tions. 
The crowds wedged and pressed 
hini against the walls and almost choked 
the lile out of him, ladies were even ear- 
ned fainting out of the building. At last 
he gave up the public feeds which had 
become a feature of 'his administration, 
alleging that they were a nuisance to 
himself and to his friends all owinif to a 
lack of proper accommodations. 


Fiom that time on to the present the 
discomforts and inadequacies of the 
j White House have been felt more and 
more severely by its occupants. 
The 
ever-increasing neeis of the President's 
oflicial lile have encroached more and 
more upon his living-apartments, 
until 
ncT of the thirteen apartments on the 
second floor six are used for the execu- 
tive oiH^es and ante-roomv, and two for, 
dressing-rooms, leaving only ,five bed- 
chambers. 


A memorable and rather mortifyins: oc- 
casion, when the exigencies of the Presi- 
dent's home were exposed to the gaze of 
the world at large, was during the visit 
of the Prince of Wales to this cjuntrv 
in 18(50. 
He had been invitei'to spend 
five days at the White House. 
Bucnan- 
an's iamily was one of the smallest that 
ever dwelt 


in the AVhite House, 
it con* 
sisted only of him and his niece, Miss 
Harriet La^e. 
Yet he was cha'^^rined to 
find that he would have to divide the 
Prince's suite with the British Minister. 
The Prince himself was stowed awav in

the little room occupied by Mrs. Cleve- 
land as a boudoir and more recently as a 
bedroom by Mis. McKee and her chil- 
dren. 
The President gave up Ins own 
room to the Duke of Newcastle and 
found extemporized quarters in one of 
the ante-rooms. 


Every succeedrag President has suf- 
fered in sometiiing 
the same way, 
though his sufleringa have not been so 
publicly displa3^ed. 
It was only by 
rowdinir several members of the house- 
hold into OJ30 room that families like the 
Grants and tbe Gartielda could find any 
accommodation 
whatever 
for guests. 
Even President Arthur found 
himself 
uncomfortably crowded when exercising 
hospitality. 
It was a great annoyance 


she began to reduce her ideas to order. 
With the assistance of Colonel John M 
Wilson, U. S. A., engineer in charije of 
public buildinir» and grounds, and Mr. 
Frederick D. Owen, she made a series of 
charcoal drawings, which were submitted 
to a Washington architect. 
With these 
drawings as a basis the architect made a 
design, which was enthusiastically in- 
dorseii by Mrs. Harrison. 


The main idea is to retain the old 
building substantially intact, interfering 
as little as possible with its historic in- 
terest, and only to render it more habit- 
able. 
For this purpose wings are to be 
added on the west and the east sides, 
the whole forming a sort of crescent. 
To the west wing would be transferred 
all the Executive offices. A grand salon 
for diplomatic or other large reception«, 
parlors, reception and retiring 
room« 
would occupy the fiisb fioor, while the 
second floor would be given uo to the 
President's 
offices and the Cabinet- 
room. 


The east wing would be a museum 
and art gaMery. 
The White House, as 
it stands, has no room on its walls for 
further portraits. 
Mrs. Harrison's idea 
was that the art gallery should contain 
portraits of all the Presidents and their 
wives, as well as of all other Americans 
who have distinguished themselves in 
official or military life. 
In the museum 
might be preserved such furnishinirs of 
the White House as may be removed 
from time to time. 
Everything con- 
nected with this historic buildmcr has a 
historic value, and Mrs. Plarrison held 
that it was vandalism to destroy or sell 
it. 
Indeed, when she lirat came to the 
\Vhite House she went from garret to 
cellar searching for ohd pieces of fur- 
niture and the china and silver ol 
previous Administrations.

ODD THINGS IN THE WEST. 


WONDKTtFtÍL NATÜRAt. CTTRTOSI. 
TIES IN ARIZONA AND NEVADA, 


W h n l o Mountains ol 
Salt—Stranjjo 
l*ei.rilactioii, Subtcrraiiciiu I t i r c r j 
a n d lM*clii6taric Uciualns. 


N the State of Novada aud tlic Ter- 
n t o r j o/ Ariz)n;i occur the most 
extensive natural stortH of salt in 
the United States. 
Not only arc 
there salt springs, well?, lakes and ponds, 
with fields of salt in the deserts, but 
also immense deposits of rock salt, 
la 
the early days of silver miniug on the 
Comstoclilodc salt, for use iu the am^il- 
gamation of the ores, was brouijht over 
the Si6rra Nevada Mountains by teams, 
as it had been seen by the emigrants to 
California in crossing the plain?, but the 
owners of the teams could not be induced 
to venture ouc into those c:reat wastes 
and waterless trarts. In 18(52 camels were 
l)rought to the Comstock mines for use 
inthe deserts, and a train of 
fifteen 
of 
those animals was employed iu 
packing 
salt from Sand Sprin£rs, 
This was in a 
desert of sand and alkali, about eighty 
miles east of Virginia 
City. 
Wagons 
being used in the transportation of salt 
from this deposit, as well as the camels, 
the price of the article was soon reduced 
to $60 a ton. 
Sooti the occupation of 
the **ship3 of the desert" was 
gone, 
prairie schooners''crowded them to the 
rocks. 
They were sold 
to Mexicans, 
who used them iu packing wood 
down 
the mountains. 
Among the rocks the 
poor brutes becime footsore, and by ill 
usage were reduce I to mere skeletons. 
They were then sold to a compassionate 
Frenchman who owned a ranch on the 
Carson River. 
Their new owner turned 
the animals out to roaax at wilt. 
The 
bitter and prickly shrubs cf our deserts 
being the same as or akin to those of 
their native deserts, the herd soon in- 
creised to over thirty, great aud small. 
They were at la^it sold to parties in Ari- 
zona to be used in packing ore from the 
mountains to mills in the valleys. 
The 
Arizona men soon turned the whole herd 
loose to shift for themselves in the wil- 
derness. 
At last 
accounts 
they were 
running wild on the Gila Kiver, where 
they find a congenial home. 


Great quantities of petrified wood are 
seen in many places. In some localities 
the trunks of whole trees, three or four 
feet in diameter, lie stretched along the 
ground. 
These are 
now solid stone. 
Cloudbursts, sweeping the soil out of 
ravines and cutting throu2;h mountain 
flats, have often brought to light thick 
strata of logs and bougns, or long lines 
of stumps of large trees standing ac they 
grew, the roots and all parts thoroughly 
petrified. 


It is evident that at one time trees 
and vegetation must have been abundant 
iu the Great-Basin HegioUf as it was the 
home of animals now only found in the 
forests and jungles of tropical countries. 
Under 
a stratum of 
sandstone 
about 
twenty feet thick .at the State prison 
quarry, Carson City, in a layer of 
tine 
grained stone that appears to have once 
Deen the soft, oozy margin of a lake, are 
to be seen hundreds of tracks of various 
kinds of animals and birds. These tracks 
look as fresh aud distinct as those we 
frequently see of domestic 
animals in 
the mud at and about ponds after the 
soft material has 
hardened under the 
heat of the sun. 
There are tracks of 
elephants, rhinoceros, horse, deer, lions, 
tigers, wolves, hyenas, of many kinds oi 
birds, large and small. There ure also the 
tracks of what is supposed to have been a 
man of 
prehistoric times. 
The tracks 
are such as might have been made by a 
big-iooted man. 
The tracks of all the 
larger anima's lead lu one direction and 
all were evidently moving toward the 
same object, which object must have 
been water—a lake or u spring. 
As the 
soft mud, all now stone, is seen to have 
been squeezel up or splashed aside by 
the feet o^ some of the heavy beasts the 
tracks cannot be far from where lay the 
ancient lake or pond, and by stripping 
oif the superincumbeut strata for a short 
distance further some wonderlul discov- 
eries might be made. 


The greatist single deposit of 
salt in 
Nevada 
is that 
which 
is 
sometimes 
called ''Salt Motintain," aud is a range 
of hills of pure rock sale situated in the 
southwestern corner of the State, in Lin* 
cola County. 
This 
mountain mass of 
rock salt is of unnvaled punty and pos- 
sesses the solidity of marble. 
It lies on 
the Rio Virgin, a tributary of the Colo- 
rado River, in the northern portion of 
tiie Colorado basin, 
A 
solid 
wall of 
salt is exposed on each side of Cave Hill 
Canyon, which is so hard tliat it is nec- 
essary to blast it down. 
It is worked 
like an open quarry and the salt is taken 
out in Urge blocks, which are so trans- 
])arent that a newspaper 
can 
be 
read 
through them. 
From 
this 
mountain 
lidge of salt 
might 
be quarried 
an 
amount of that article suiiistent co sup- 
ply the whole United States for aioi. 


In several places in this region, Lin- 
coln County, Nev., and 
the 
adjoining 
country about Death 
Valley, Cal., are 
found traces of 
former occupation 
by 
some race of civilized neople, probably 
the Spanish. 
In the Kmgston range of 
mountamS| on the eastern facs of Clarke 
Mountain, near its summit, is a perpen- 
dicular cliil of 
limestone 
350 
feui iu 
height and with a smooth surface. 
On 
the face of this cliiF, at 
a height of lOO 
feet from its base are engraved the fol- 
lowing 
characters: 
' » X L D . " 
The 
iross and letters are of mammoth 
pro- 
portions, being nqt less than 
sixty feet 
ia height^ 
They are cut into the solid 


rock to a depth of two 
feet, 
and »rt 
plainly to be seen at s ffrcat distance. 


No one in the country knows 
how, 
when or by whom the letters were cut. 
The Indians living in the vicinity 
have 
no tradition in regard to the inscription. 
As the inscriptioû is in Roman 
letters 
and is preceded by a cro?s, it 
is sup* 
posed that the work was done by Jesuit 
missionaries, who are known to have se- 
tablished in 1633 missions further south 
in Arizona, 
In order to carve the hugo 
letters either a scaffold 100 feet in heisrht 
must have been erected or the -workmea 
must have been Ic^wered over the face of 
the cliiT, a distance of 150 feet. 


Far 
down 
iu Southwestern Arizona, 
pear the Mexican border, there is a range 
of mountains which p.ppears to have bni 
one fnce of hard, smooth granite. 
The 
top of this bunch of mountains is in th« 
form of a gigantic basin. 
Here the rain- 
fall has been 
gathering for 
ages, until 
quite 
an extensive lake is the 
result. 


The

in that plain 
below are over 20J graves. 
Scores of 
human beings, famishing for water, havo 
expended their last strength in reaching 
this spot, only to find the lower 
tanks 
dry; 
and, ignorait of the great 
upper 
lake, where thousands of gallons were to 
be had for a little climbing, have 
lain 
down in despair to die. 
Liter travelers 
parsing 
have buned the unknowns' re- 
mains, and always 
married 
the 
grave, 
Mexican fashion, by a cross of atones. 


There 
is in Western New Mexico a 
sort of lava formation running 
through 
an immense canyon, which shows plain- 
ly that some tremendous upheaval of na- 
ture once visited the country and pr<^- 
aoly destroyed everything it encountered 
for miles round about. 
In 
the 
dryest 
part of this 
most desolate 
spot a large 
streitm of water comes gushing out of a 
high cliff, as if it c ime from the gigantic 
nozzle of a great hose, and falls a cataract 
into the abyss below. 
Before reaching 
the bottom, however, the water 
is dis- 
seminated into fine spray and spreads out 
like a huiiC fan, the 
play and 
sport of 
the winds. 
It is a strange and beautiful 
sight. 
Probably in some 
period 
long 
past the bed of a river 
was where 
the 
water merges, but a volcanic 
upheaval 
has changed the faae of nature, sinking 
the bed of the river 
many hundreds of 
feet and leaving the water to pour from 
its exalted perch into empty air,—New 
Yor*c Press. 


ASHES KOIL FATTENING HOGS. 


It is the practict of good farmers to 
feed either ashes or wood coal to fatten- 
ing hogs, especially those fattened with 
corn, 
buch hogs often suffer from iadi- 
gestion, and the alkali corrects the sour- 
ness of stomach which is nl;\'ays preva- 
lont when digestion is interfered with. 
It is possible that coal or ashes may in 
time iniure digestion, just as soda or sal- 
eratus iu food injures the digestion of 
people. 
But for a hog that is to be 
killed in a few M'ocks, permanont lessen- 
ing of digestive power does not much 
matter.—Boston Cultivator. 


STAWiiKUUrES. 


It is not so much to keep the plants 
from Ireezing that they arc covered in 
winter, 
but mostly lo keep the water 
irom washing the dirt from their roots. 
Plantsarenever thrifty unless well rooted. 
They are more likely to have their roots 
disturbed when planfed on a slope wliere 
the water from melted snow and rain 
runs down in streams. 
Suitable cover- 
ing will keep the soil unbroken. 
Coarse 
hay or straw is a good covering. 
It is 
customary to remove such in the spring, 
but the question has been asked why it 
should not be left until entirely decom- 
posed to benefit the plants in summer, as 
it will wash into the soil and increase its 
lertility, and also keep the berries out of 
the dirt.—Mexican Farmer.

SELECRRNA SEED COUN. 


Many good farmers select the seed for 
next year's corn crop in autumn. 
All 
farmers should do so, but too many arc 
thoughtless or perhaps careless concern* 
ing this matter, and when planting time 
comes they go to the crib for it. 
This 
season, owing to the wet weath-sr, much 
corn was 
planted very 
late, 
and the 
probabilities are 
that should there be 
severe cold weather early during winter 
it will be found, when too late, that a 
large per cent, of the corn in 
the crib 
will fail to germinate. 
This being true 
all corn growers should see that thev 
secure an abundant supply of seed corn 
before severe freezing weather and store 
tlie same in a dry room where the tem- 
perature will uot fall at all below 
the 
ireezing 
point 
during 
the 
coldest 
weather, 
Alany writers 
advocate 
the 
gathering of seed corn from the earliest 
ripening stalks, on the theory that; the 
corn will be earlier. 
Bo this as it may, 
the best seed corn cannot be secured in 
this way, 
says a writer 
in Western 
Farmer. 
The proper time, and the only 
proper time, to select is when the corn 
is husked. 
Let the husker keep all the 
best ears separate from the remainder of 
the corn by 
fastening a box that 
will 
hold ft bushel or two somewhere 
about 
the wagon in which may be 
placed the 
selected ears. 
When laicen to the crib 
the box 
is emptied and after a 
more 
critical examination the very best 
ears 
are secured lor seeU. 
This method takes 
^vcry little trouble, and you are sure that 
your seed corn will grow when planting 
time comes. 
I think many 
times 
that 
corn thus selected 
makes a more vigor- 
ous start and is less liable 
to rot 
after 
planting than cjrn taken from the crib. 
Furthermore, by a careful selection of 
seed it requires but a few yeari to cHab- 
liih your own ideal corn.

SUITAUIJE FOU OATS. 


Some interesting feeding experiment« 
have been made recently with horses at 
the New Jersey Agricultural Experimeu* 
Station at New Brunswick 
by 
Acting 
Director James Neilson, Proiessor 
Ed 
ward B. Voorhees and 
Louis A. Voor 
hees. The experiments were to compare 
the results of 
feeding dried 
brewers 
grains 
and oats. 
The 
experimeuU 
proved, it is sa^d, 
that the 
brewers' 
grains furnish a more economical 
food 
with equally satisfactory results. 


Tne dried grains were cheaper pound 
for pound than 
the 
oats, 
and 
beiny 
richer in the valuable 
nutrients, 
pro- 
teinc and fat, permitted of a 
material 
reducaon inthe cost of the ration. 
The 
work performed by the horses was quite 
as great and their health and vigor quite 
as good as when oats 
constituted 
the 
mam part of the ration. 


Dried brewers' grains have been for 
some time used as a food for 
milch 
cattle, 
Oits 
are not regarded as a 
highly proiitable crop in this State and 
are 
raised 
almost 
entirely 
for 
horse 
feed. 


Horses on the New Brunswick City 
Railroad were chosen as the subjects of 
the experiments. 
Eight horses 
were 
taken. 
Four svere fed a ration of hay, 
wheat bran, corn, and brewers' grains, 
while oats were substituted for the dried 
grains with four others, the total weight 
of each set differing only by ten pounds. 


The 
experiment continued 
for three 
months. 
At the end of that period the 
avcH*asic increase in weight of the horses 
led with eight pounds of brewers' grains 
per day was forty-tive pounds per horse, 
while, with a like quantity of oats, it 
was 37.5 pounds per horse. 


A veterinary surgeon who carefully 
watched the horses found that the horses 
fed on the grains were as healthv as he 
had evpr known them to be. 
The daily 
work of each horse was at least four 
trips of six miles each. 


The cost 01 the dried grain» per ton 
was $18, while that of the oats was $30, 
or the s iving per day by the use of the 
grains 4.9 cents per horse. 
This saving, 
while appearing small, in the aggregate 
means considerable. 
It applied to forty 
horse-i, it would 
represent a saving of 
per day or $700 a jear, 
The Drewers'grains are a by-product 
from the manufacture of malt liquors, 
and consist of toe residue from tne ex- 
traction of the germinated srain, usually 
barley, with hot water. 
Their value de- 
pends upon 
the large amount of fatcy 
and albuminous matter that they con- 
tain. 
Schemes 
have been devised 
to 
remnve the water they contain when dis- 
charged from the brewery. 
Wlicn t;hor- 
oughly dried they can be shipped with- 
ouc ditticijlty to an unlimited distance. 
The plants engaged in drying the grains 
aggregate in capacity at present 15,000 
tons a year, and more are in process of 
construction with a claimed capacity of 
20,000 tons. 
Plants now in use are also 
to be enlarged. 


The value of the fertilizer constituents 
contained in the feeds is also to be rc- 
;»arded. 
According to the experiments

pounds of nitrogen, 15 pounds oi phos- 
phoric acid, and

phoric acid, and a loss of 10 pounds of 
potash. 
Tue net gain, hownver, would 
be§J.lO, on the basis of their fertilix- 
ing values.

A distinct breed of wild poulc; 
existed nn Chincotcague Island for per- 
haps hundreds of years past. 
N o b o d j 
knows how they /jot there. All that can 
be told is that they have been there ever 
since the advent of civilized man, 
Tb« 
Indians 
knew 
nothins* 
about 
their 
oriííín. 
Some old sei ciptains of Dela- 
ware and Mrtryland say that a pair miirht 
l)avc been washed there from a wreck 
centuries aio, but this supposition 
does 
not fully answer the question, as it Is 
believed that thcro are no such pouio? 
found wild in any part of the known 
world. 


The Chincotenjíue pony is gcnerallj 
rather Inrfte for a diminutive horse— 
very much larger, in fa^^t, than a Shet- 
land pony- 
The Chincoteague is more 
slemder in build and scarcely so shagiry. 
His coat is a beautiful shade of 
red, 
lighter than bay and almost a sorrel. 
The mane and tail are strikma:Iy con- 
spicuous, bein/r of a soft, creamy white, 
suirgestive of silky Angora wool, 
3Iane 
and 
tail are both abundant, the 
tail 
Konifitimes sw^eepinij the ground and the 
mane falhug to tho knee. 
The contrasl 
in color is strangely pleasing and eifec- 
live. 


Chincoteacue Island lies in the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, oil the coast of *Hhe iMjnin- 
sula"—that is, the area of country in- 
cluded 
between 
the 
Chesapeake 
and 
Delaware Bays and the adjacent ocean. 
Tne State of Delaware and the 
* ^eastern 
shore of Maryland" are within this ter- 
ritory. 
Tiie narrow stiip of land at the

point of the peninsula belongs to 
Vir- 
ginia. 
Chincoteague Island is part of 
Maryland, althou2rh it is a little south of 
the southern boundary of 
that 
State. 
The island is within a bar, and is one of 
a number of low, sandy islands. 
But, 
strange to say. it is tlie only 
one 
upon 
which the poniea have ever been 
lound 
in a state of nature. 


Prom earliest times the breed has been 
kept pure. 
As in the case of the cattle 
in the Channel Islands 
isolation favors 
this. 
The owners of the ponies allow 
them to run wild the greater part of the 
year. 
Every autumn comes tne annual 
^^penning." 
Detachments 
of 
men go 
out, and, besjinning at 
the seashore, 
gradually drive all the 
animals to the 
centre of the island. 
There 
they are 
penned up for the yearly saie. 
This is a 
^ gr^at event on the islands. 
It lasts sev- 
eral 
weeks, during which 
time Chin- 
coteague is v:sited by hundreds from the 
mainland. 
The owners divide the pro- 
ceeds after tho sale. 


The 
Chincoteague 
pony 
is 
valued 
chiefly as a family 
horse 
or a child's 
pet. 
Strange to 
say, it is not 
much 
known outside of a limited area include 
ing the States of Delaware, 
Maryland 
and Virginia, 
It is known in Europe, 
Lowever, as it has been placed on ex- 
hibition at the horse shows.—Sau Fran* 
cisco Chronicle.

White guinea fowls are 
kept only by 
fanciers lor ornament and are 
scarce, 
becausc for ordinary use they are not so 
good orproiitable as the common fowls. 
The flesh of the guinea fowl is very dry 
and tough.

In response to an urgent appeal from 
the Russian Famine Relief Committee 
-of the United States, Governor Pattison 
has issued a proclamation to the peo- 
ple oi Pennsylvania. 


After setting forth that it has been 
finally determined that the Congress of 
the United States is not prepared to 
appropriate money for the transporta- 
tion of supplies, that the question of re^ 
lief is left to the generous impulses of 
the people of the different States, and 
that the people of Pennsylvania, in 
in their recent experience of a great lo- 
cal calamity, were the subjects of gen- 
erous philanthropy,the Governor recom- 
mends to the citizens of Pennsylvania 
a prompt 
response to 
this 
appeal 
and 
generous contributions for 
the 
•cause in which it is put forth. 


"And I do further request and direct 
all citizens, societies, committees and 
agencies, desiring to aid in this work, 
to put themselves into communication 
with the Russian Famine Relief Com- 
mittee of the United States, at No. 
•722 Fourteenth street, VVashington, D. 
'C., which is acting in full harmony 
with the American National Red Cross 
Association." 


A United States revenue inspector 
is investigating the <'speak easies" or 
^unlicensed liquor saloons ii\ the west- 
^ern and northern portions of the state, 
with the view of collecting the intern- 
.al revenue tax of $25. 
The insi)ector 
has found 2,500 places where liquors 
are without license. 
These place are 
mostly grocery stores, cigar stores 
and drug stores. 
In one section of 
Monongahela valley, where there are 
but two licensed saloons, he discover- 
ed that there was delivered daily 300 
barrels of beer, 25 barrels of whiskey 
and 20 cases of Italian wines. 
The 
liquors are of poor quality and much 
below the average. 


A marriage that was solemnized in 
New York last December has only just 
been made known, and the fact that 
nearly half a century intervened be- 
tween the birth of thej)ride and bride- 
groom is the subject of much comment. 
The happy bridegroom is Dr. Marvin 
D. Hubbel, and the bride was Miss 
Eliza A. Clark, whose age is set down 
by the charitable as 70 years and by 
others at all the way from 80 to 91 
years. 
She is wealthy, her fortune 
being estimated at from 3300,000 to 
$600,000. 


The Atlantic Transport Linesteam- 
•er Missouri, will sail from New York 
on March 12, on a mission of mercy 
to Libau, on the Baltic Sea, in North- 
ern Russia, Mr. B. N. Baker, presi- 
dent of the Atlantic Transportation 
Line, offered the steamer to Mr. W. 
C. Edgar, manager of the Northwest- 
ern Miller, to carry the 2000 tons of 
food which have been collected for the 
famine stricken peasants of Russia. 


The judgment for ^25,636, obtain- 
ed by Frank W. Ehrman, a child, in 
a suit against the Brooklyn City Rail- 
road company, was Tuesday affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals. 
At the time 
of the accident the boy, who is but 3 
>ears old, was knocked down by a 
bobtail car on Throop avenue. 
Am- 
putation of the leg above the knee was 
necessary. 


A fatal disease has broken out among 


the horses and cattle in Westmoreland 
county. 
The malady resembles the 


grip, and has thus far baffled the skill 
of 
the veterinary surgeons. 
Many 


deaths have been reported among horses 
and a few among catlle. 
The disease 
is spreading. 


Adjutant General William McClel- 
land died at Harrisburg on Sunday 
morning of cancerous ulceration of the 
stomach, 
He was a gallant soldier, 
serving throughout the war and par- 
tici]}ating in many battles; was once 
wounded. 
Aged 50 years. 


Colonel Murphy has been sent to 
Russia to instruct the people in the 
use of corn meal as food. 
Secretary 
Rusk gives notice that contributions 
.of corn must be ground and kiln.dried. 


It is said there are 1300 Canadians 
and thousands of aliens throughout 
Europe and the East drawing United 
States pensions. 
A bill is pending to 
strike them off. 


E. W. Engler, of New Windsor, 
Md., committed suicide by hanging 
in his garret, under severe depresbion 
from grip. 


Fitzsimmons, the Pittsburg murder- 
-er, cheated the gallows by committing 
ttuicidc 
in the Parish prison at New 
i-irltans. 


A nove\ suit has been brought by 
Jacob S. rfeffner against Samuel Ty- 
son and Stephen Schlenker, at Read- 
ing. 
Mr. Heffner alleges that his wife 
accompanied by a child were driving 
in a buggy in Greenwich township, 
when Tyson and Schlenker drove up 
from behmd them in a rattling wagon 
and passed. 
That they stopped until 
she had driven by them when they 
again passed her and that this was re- 
peated three times. 


He further alleges that this action 
on their part not only frightened the 
horse so that it was difficult for her to 
get control of the animal, but so great- 
ly frightened and excited her that she 
was attacked with convulsions, and her 
health so affected that she died shortly 
afterward. 
He claims that her death 
was caused from the negligence and 
the malicious conduct of the two men 
and has brought suit to recover dam- 
ages. 


There are 14,000,000 subjects of the 
Czar of Russia without food and with- 
out means of obtaining it. 
Fourteen 
million starving people—more than are 
contained in New England States com- 
bined—what a terrible picure it is! It 
is only by some such system of local 
measurement as this that 
Americans 
can realize the extent of the horror. It 
IS not a pleasant postscript to all this 
to reflect the Congress now in session 
refused to forward food collected free 
of cost to relieve this terrible starvation. 


Mr. Blaine, in a letter dated on the 
6th inst., to Hon. John S. Clarkson, 
National chairman, says his name will 
not go before the National Republican 
Convention 
for tne nomination for 
President. 


Judge Fürst, at Bellefonte, refused 
to give several foreigners their natural- 
ization papers because they had not 
read the United States Constitution. 


A break in the natural gas main 
which supplies Detroit, Mich., with the 
product for both light and fuel caused 
the people of that city to be greatly 
incommoded Fiiday. 
Thousands of 
houses were deprived of the fuel, and 
as the weather was cold many people 
suffered. 
Some of the theatres and 
halls were compelled to close. 


Postmaster General Wanamaker has 
issued an order giving money order ia- 
cilities to all post offices where thecoru- 
l)ensation of the postmaster reaches 
$200 per annum. 
There will be in the 
state of Pennsylvania under this ar- 
rangement, about nine hundred addi- 
tional money order offices. 


Monday night, when half way be- 
tween Wayne Junction and Nicetown, 
N. J., on the Bound Brook track of the 
Philadelphia & Reading Railroad, en- 
gine 180 blew up with terrific force, 
killing three men and injuring four 
others, two of whom will probably die. 


James Donnelly, aged 16, of Lock- 
port, N. J., made a wager last Satur- 
day that he could eat twenty four raw 
eggs within fifteen minutes and drink 
twenty glasses of beer. 
It was for a 
wager of $2. 
He succeeded. 
Two 
hours later he was taken with convul- 
sions and died. 


How many Pennsylvaniaus know 
that there is a new law against the 
pcach yellows, and that it is illegal to 
keep a tree so diseased on the farm. 
Those interested Ciin probably get a 
copy of the law by writing to Secre- 
tary Edge, of the Board of Agricul- 
ture, at Harrisburg, Pa.

Mrs 
Cora Frey's 
Trial. 


The trial of Mrs, Cora Frey, of 
Newville, who is charged with throw- 
ing vitriol upon her husband, was 
commenced at Carlisle Monday morn- 
ing. 


The defendant is 24 years old, and 
three years ago was married to Geo. 
Frey, the youngest son of Jesse D. 
Frey of Newville. 


The two did not live happily to- 
gether. 
On the night of September 
29th last they had been quarreling, 
and at 2 o'clock in the morning Mrs. 
Frey arose and taking a phial of 
vitriol dashed the liquid over her hus- 
band, who lay in bed. 
He was fright- 
fully burned upon the face, neck, 
breast and arms, and has beeen per- 
manently disfigured. 


When Mrs. Frey approached the 
counsel table where her husband sat 
Monday morning she ran to him, and 
throwing her arms about his neck 
pleaded forgiveness. 
Later in the 
day the defendent's mother became 
hysterical and was removed from the 
court room. 
Tho defendent when on 
the stand became nervous, and was 
also removed to avoid hysterics. 


The defense admits that Mrs. Frey 
threw the vitriol upon her husband, 
but that it is simply the result of 
three years of cruel treatment at the 
hands of Frey, and at the tim® she 
was temporarily insane. 


Evidence was also produced show- 
ing that frequently before and after 
the crime the defendant had been 
mentally deranged. 


The jury on Tuesday afternoon ren- 
dered a verdict of guilty of aggravat- 
ed assault. 
l a the bill of indictment 
there were three counts: aggravated 
assault, throwing a corrosive 
fluid 
upon another, and throwing oil of 
vitriol upon another. 
Sympathy was 
with the woman, and to this the ver- 
dict, which is practically an acquittal, 
is due.
